HAS NOT THE MONEY. 

Greece Cannot Possibly Raise more Than 
Two Million Pounds for Turkey. 

Athens, Aug. 25.— The British, French 
and Russian ministers to Greece have 
notified their respective governments 
that it is impossible for Greece to pay an 
indemnity excoeding £2,000,000 to 
Turkey. It iB understood that nego- 
tiations are on foot to induce Turkey to 
accept a smaller sum than the amount 
originally demanded. Lord Salisbury is 
willing that Turkey should retain La- 
rissa up to the Trikhala line as a pledge, 
provided that Greece prove other than a 
readiness and ability to set apart certain 
revenues for the payment of the indem- 
nity without prejudice to the interests of 
the existing bondholders.

Montevideo, Aug. 25.— During a 
national fete, which was held here to 
day, President Jidarte Borda was shot 
and killed by an assassin, who ueed a 
revolver. 

Senor J. Idarte Borda was elected 
President of Uruguay for the term ex- 
tending to March, 1898. The fete at 
which he was assassinated was being 
held in celebration of the independence 
of "Uruguay, which was declared on 
August 25th, 1825. 

Washington, Aug. 25. — The assassin- 
ation of President Borda of Uruguay 
were not altogether a surprise tooflicUlB 
here who have watched the recent out- 
breaks of Uruguay. This was the second 
attempt on the President's life, the for- 
mer being made by a crazy student 
Revecita. The last mail advices received 
here showed that the revolution bad 
broken out a freBh, the peace delegates 
from the insurgents having given up 
the hope of securing peace and with- 
drew to the Argentine Republic. 
Further agitation was occasioned by the 
reports that the government receipts 
had shrunk $1, 000,000 during the year as 
a result of the revolution. The laBt 
issue of the Montevideo TimeB received 
here BtateB that the president remained 
away from the state house in evident 
fear of his life. At the same time the 
Colorado or Junta of those seeking to 
overthrow the government had estab- 
lished active operations at the capitol. 
The assassination of the president will 
doubtless bring the country to a revo- 
lutionary crisis which has long been im- 
pending. The revolution thus far has 
been confined to the country districts 
where several engagements had been 
fought, the government troops securing 
the advantage. 

UNCLE SAM AND SPAIN. 

Germany and France Not Willing to See 
any Interference in Cuba, 

London, Aug. 25. — The PariB corre- 
spondent of the Daily Mail says the con- 
ference between United States Minister 
Woodford, Ambassador Porter and Am- 
bassador White failed to arrive at any 
definite decision. Woodford's taBk was 
extremely delicate. He had been in- 
structed to put the screws upon Spain, 
but to avoid any step leading tc an open 
rupture. Much depends, therefore, upon 
Spain's attitude, and upon the amount 
of support she receives from Europe. 
On both these points the reports of Am- 
bassador White and Ambassador Porter 
were unfavorable to the American case. 
The Spanish government is forced by 
public opinion to continue the policy of 
Canovae, and the sentiment of both 
t rance and Germany is decidedly hos- 
tile to American interference. Under 
these circumstances it is probable that 
until Minister Woodford ia able to feel 
his way more clearly, the American pol- 
icy will l)e watered down to the main- 
tenance of the claims of American citi- 
zens in Cuba, which are set off by 
Spain's claims in regard to filibustering. 



THE FALSE PROPHET. 

Goldwin Smith at His Old Business of Try- 
ing to Annex Canada. 

Toronto, Aug. 25.— Goldwin Smith, in 
a letter to the New York Nation, BayB: 
" The time will come when American 
statesmen, now so indifferent to this 
question, will see that if it was worth 
while to spend all its blood and money 
in averting the establishment of an an- 
tagonistic power to your south, is it not 
equally worth while to exert political ef- 
fort in averting the establishment oi an 
antagonistic power to your north, and 
that the British Canadian is at least aa 
deBirablo a citizen aa a southern white or 
negro? 

" British statesmen, on the other 
hand, will learn the hopelessness of their 
attempt to keep five millionB of North 
Americans out of North America and 
attach them to Europe. That day will 
come, though m6n of my age are not 
likely to behold it. Already, in Epite of 
all the wrangling among politicians, two 
sections of our race on thia continent are 
rapidly fusing. Hardly anything now 
divides them but a political and fiscal 
line."

NO SUZERAINTY. 

President Kruger Says the Boers Will Not 
Recognize That Any Exists. 

PitETOitiA, South Africa, Aug. 25.— At 
a meeting of the Volksraad to-day, Presi- 
dent Kruger delivered a speech which is 
likely to cause the greatest excitement 
in Great Britain. During the course of 
his remarks the President said that the 
relations between Great Britain and 
South African Republic were regulated 
at the convention of 1884. He. added 
that in the convention of November, 
1881, a refereuco to the suzerainty of 
Great Britain did appear, but 
that in the next convention, that 
of 1881, not a single word appeared bear- 
ing precisely upon that point and since 
then the suzerainty had ceased to exist. 
This did not do away with the fact that 
the South African Republic and the 
whole nation recognized the convention 
and would endeavor to maintain it en- 
tirely, but they could not recognize the 
auzeraiuty of Great Britain because it 
waa entirely opposed to that convention. 
He wished to maintain friendly relations 
with the whole world and in thia way 
hatred would gradually diaappear. 
Whorever love dwelt, said the President 
at the conclusion, the blessing of God 
would follow. President Kruger's re- 
marks were greeted with loud applause.

Little Rock, Aug. 25. — In the report 
received here to-day, eaid to be true, a 
wholesale lynching which, for the num- 
ber of men put to death without process 
of law, haa possibly never been paralel- 
led in the annalB of crime, haa taken 
place in Cleburne county, where, accord- 
ing to the report, six men were BWUng 
into eternity last night by a maddened 
and enraged mob of citizens of that 
county. One negro, guilty of criminal 
assault, was burned in Mb own home by 
a poase of deputy Bheriffs in Drew 
county Sunday night, and Tuesday 
morning the lifeless body of a negro mur- 
derer was found dangling from a 
railway trestle near Pine Bluff. Last 
night six of the murderers' companions 
were taken to jail at RiBpon and to-day 
comes the report that the entire half 
dozen were lynched laat night. All ef- 
forts to verify this report has ao far 
proved futile, but there are reasons to 
believe that it is true. 

A terrible riot occurred at a negro pic- 
nic near Kendall on Saturday. There 
was much drunkenness among the 
negroes aud two white men were attack- 
ed and terribly cut by a mob of the pic- 
nickers. One of these men S. T. 
Johnson, a very prominent white man 
died of his wounds. The white resi- 
dents became enraged at the negroes, 
took the matter in their own hands and 
the two ringleaders in that riot were 
arrested and turned over to the mob. 
Quick work waB made of them. The 
other escaped after besng shot several 
times. Not satisfied, the enraged citi- 
zens begau searching for other members 
of the rioters of the picnic party and aix 
more were gathered in. They were 
arrested at daylight and the officers 
started with them to jail at Rispon, the 
county seat. Tho report that the sex- 
tuple lynching has already occurred 
reaches here through passengers arriv- 
ing from Pine Bluff, which place ia only 
a short distance from the scene of 
excitement.

Termination of One of the Most Re- 
markable Law Cases iu 
Western Canada. 



Without a Visible Tremor the Un- 
happy Man Meets His 
Awful Doom. 



Nelson, Aug. 25.— (Special)— James 
Wood paid the penalty of his crime in 
the jail yard there at 8 o'clock yester- 
day morning, preserving to the last the 
apparent insensibility to a realization of 
his position that haa been the charac- 
teristic of the man during his waiting 
for death. 

Wood spend hia laat night on earth 
much the same aa any ordinary indi- 
vidual, not as all as a man with the 
Bhadow of the gallows before him might 
be expected to. He slept well, and ate 
heartily in the morning. When the con- 
solation of religion waB suggested, he de- 
clined with a smile to see the clergyman. 
He would neither deny nor affirm hia 
guilt. He had nothing whatever to say 
in the matter, aB he expressed it. 

After the reading of the death war- 
rant, the march to the scaffold began. 
Wood shook hands with the officials, his 
grasp retaining all its firmneBB; and he 
smiled quietly while his logB were being 
pinioned and the white cap adjusted 
over his head. There was not so much 
as the tremor of a muscle, and when 
asked if he had anything to say before 
being launched into eternity, hia only 
reply waB; 

" Nothing at all. Let her go as soon 
aa you like." 

The signal to the hangman was given, 
the lever pulled, and the extraordinary 
criminal passed from the scene of hia 
crime. There was no bungling, and 
death waa instantaneous. The body waa 
cut down in half an hour; the usual for- 
malities followed as to the cause of 
death ; and the curtain descended on the 
tragedy that had coat two men of the 
same name their lives. 

The crime which Wood thus expiated 
with his life was committed in October 
last, and in some respects is as remark- 
able aa any on the records of the law in 
western Canada. The victim was 
Samuel M. Wood, more generally known 
'Paddy" Wood, a blacksmith, who 
kept his forge or smithy at Nelson, and 
together with his assistant Baird lived 
and slept over the shop. Baird had 
already retired on the Friday, October 
2, when he was awakened about mid- 
night by the deceased talking to some- 
one juat outside the [shop. The black- 
smith asked the stranger what he waa 
doing in the shop, and the stranger 
denied having been in the shop. The 
deceased replied, " why I Baw you turn 
down the light," and then himself 
turned the electric light on ; whereupon 
the stranger (and the action was seen by 
Mme. Mallette, wEo was just closing 
her hotel opposite), drew a revolver and 
ahot the deceased, inflicting a wound 
from which death ensued "some fifty 
hours later. 

The assailant ran away immediately 
upon the shooting towards the C. P. R. 
station. He was Been by several, but 
owing to the dark could not be identified 
further than by Mme. Mallette. At 
10:30 next morning the attention of an 
engine-driver. Alexander Dow, was at- 
tracted to the actions of a man lyiug 
alongside of the track leading from Nel- 
son to Robaon at about Bixteen miles 
from the former place, and from infor- 
nation given by Dow to the police the 
prisoner was arrested the same night at 
Robson, distant from Nelson some thirty 
milee. He said nothing when arrested 
further than to ask for food. On him 
was found a 38-calibre S. & W. revolver, 
carrying a bullet of the Bame size as that 
extracted from the body of the deceased 
upon the post mortem. He had no 
money or means, and the only other 
article found on hia perBon was an iron 
'' billy," aa it ia termed, or wrench. Two 
hambers of the revolver had been dis- 
charged and four were loaded. 

On the Sunday afternoon following 
theahooting, the prisoner was taken to 
the bedside of the dying man, being first 
'nformed that he waB taken there for 
identification. Four or live other men 
were taken in with the prisoner, and 
the deceased then and there at once 
pointed out the prisoner as the man who 
:iad shot him. The men were then 
taken out of the room and brought in 
tgain in a different order, when tho 
blacksmith again identified the prisoner 
as hia assailant. The prisoner made no 
remark at either time. There can be no 
[uestion that at the time of the indenti- 
lication tho deceased was dying, and 
knew that he was. No time was lost in 
the preliminary formalities incidental to 
the committal of tho prisoner for trial, 
and within a short time after the shoot" 
ng ho was placed upon his trial for the 
murder at the spring court of assize. 
How, during the sitting of the court, he 
escaped from the custody of the Nelson 
jailer and for two days evaded rearreat, 
s Btill fresh in memory. The remem- 
brance is also distinct of hiB sensational 
recapture by constable McKinnon, and 
of hia sentence to death. The execution 
was originally fixed for the 11th of Aug- 
ust, but an appeal being made to the 
Full court for a rehearing of the case on 
the ground that evidence had been im-

Ho had left Eawsou 
City on the 30th of July last, accompani- 
ed by two tellciwmiuora named MacKay 
and " Kid " Birch— the latter being the 
fortune hunter who has given his name 
to Birch creek. 

They reached Dyea, having crossed 
the Ob.ilk.oot Fass on the 18th of the 
present month, just eighteen -days from 
Dawson City, and in time to add their 
word of advice to the volumes that are 
being written urging in-rushing proa 
pectors not to attempt the mountaina 
until spring. 

Shelp saya that when he end hia com 
panions lert Daweon, three and a half 
tons of gold, valued moat conaervatively 
at upwards of $2,000,000, waa stacked up 
to await shipment on the river steamer.

Bonanza Creek 
has also fully proved iteelf, being staked 
from source to outlet and paying good 
wages to every person on it. Workers 
for wages are still scarce at Dawson City 
at $15 a day, which rate is certain to 
continue throughout the entire winter. 
IS'o bench claim was located, according 
to Shelp, until the 4th of July, yet 
William Kerr has a claim already worth 
$60,000, and there are many others 
equally fortunately situated. The first 
spring arrivals will undoubtedly get 
rich claims, but only very few of those 
now on the road from Dyea and Skag- 
way will see the waters of the Yukon 
before sprint:. 

William Kerr, writing down from 
Dawson for supplies, before he made the 
fortunate location which Shelp refers to, 
after -quoting prices current, says : 

"It is next to impossible to go out 
prospecting at this time of the year, as 
the woods are all on (ire and the mos- 
quitoes are thick as the hair on a dog's 
back." 

Then, after dealing with business mat- 
ters, he says: 

" I never saw so much gold dust iu all 
my life as there is floating around this 
town. Harry Ashe takes in from $2,000 
a day and upwards over the bar, and 
( lod only knows what he reaps at the 
gambling table. The last steamer that 
left here took on, at a rough calculation, 
three and a half tons of pure gold, and 
the most of the mines were then only in 
operation about six weeks. They sav 
that the claims were only prospected. 
They are nearly all ehut down now ub 
they cannot work them except in the 
winter, ao that the output next spring 
will be simply enormous. I don't think 
there will be grub enough to supply the 
demands through the winter. Flour is 
now $12 per cwt., bacon 05 cents a lb., 
sugar 30, butter $1.50. beans 16, rice 25, 
cornmeai, 10 lb. sack, $2.50. All canned 
gooda Bell at 75 cents a can." 

The Alaska Miner contains two or 
threo columns on the little incident at 
Skagway in which the Danube figured 
taking np the cudgels on behalf of 
Mesara.

Jenuiugs Will Make a Thorough 
Investigation of the Trails 
From the Oaast. 



He Will Kave Several Fat-ties in 
the Field to Help 
Him. 



Winnipeg., Aug. 25.— (Special) — Mr 
Jennings, the Toronto engineer, passed 
through the city this evening en route 
to Victoria. He will spend the fall and 
winter investigating the routes to the 
Yukon territory. Mr. Jennings ia ac- 
companied by A. Roso, of Toronto, and 
W. Ogilvie, a son of the explorer, of 
Ottawa, and on his arrival at 
the Coast will be joined by two 
officers of the department of the in- 
terior who are now working in British 
Columbia, and who will aasiat in the 
mission. Mr. Jennings said that his 
instructions were to inspect the routes 
into the Yukon countryfrom the Pacific 
via the White Pass and Stickeen river, 
and to investigate as to the navigation 
of the different water courses from 
those points. He has sufficient 
men to send out four exploring parties, 
so aa to get the fulleat information in 
the Bhortest space of time poasible 
After inveatigation of the upper route it 
iB intended by Mr. Jenninga to follow 
the trail by Tealin lake to Stewart 
river, returning by White Pass to teat 
the route via the Taku river. Mr. Jen 
ninga expected to accomplish hia work 
within three months, although he may 
on his return at that time leave men in 
the district to make further investiga- 
tions. Mr. Jennings speaks strongly of 
utilizing the wagon route up the FraRer 
valley to open a trail northward. This' 
thought to be one of the most feasible 
routeE. He was of the opinion that the 
government would send a party over the 
route via Edmonton to ascertain how 
late in the season passage can be had 
into the Yukon district. 



BEHEING SEA COMMISSION. 

Met Again Formally at Halifax and Ad 
journed Till Friday. 

Halifax, Aug. 25. — (Special)— The 
Boh ring sea commission met this after- 
noon aud adjourned till Friday at the 
request of the British counsel, who had 
not had time in which to confer regard- 
ing their arguments. Large numbers of 
spectators attended the opening, tin 
public sessions being held in the counei 
chamber of the provincial building. 



From Edmonton to the Pelly. 

Winnipeg, Aug. 25. — (Special ) — A 
meeting was held last night at Edmon- 
ton and resolutions were passed to send 
an exploring party overland to the Felly 
river, via the Liard route. The party 
will travel with the police and be ready 
to start next week.

Bliaa, of the Interior department has 
been appointed accountant in the gov- 
ernment offices which it is proposed to 
eBtablish at Dawaon City. Ho goes out 
with Ma^or Walsh. 

Spain while not entittled to the prefer- 
ential tariff, ia to get it, as there is a 
tacit -understanding that the treaty priv- 
ileges formerly in force are still to hold 
good pending negotiationa for a special 
treaty between Canada and Spain. 

It turns out that Peterson, Tait & Co. 
were not notified from Ottawa that the 
Imperial government had decided to 
grant a certain proportion of the Biibsidy 
for the fast line. The agreement stipul- 
ates that within two months of such 
notification the contractors must put up 
£10,000 as evidence of their bona fides. 
It ia assumed that the notice muBt have 
been given them either by the homo 
authorities or Sir Donald Smith, hence 
it is not known when the two monthB 
will be up. 

The United States government ia to 
pay the Dominion the sum of $200 per 
trip for carrying United States mails 
from Dyea to Dawson City. There will 
be one' trip each way every month for 
the present, no newspapers to be taken 
iu the mail. 

John McDougall and J. Baker, mem- 
bers of the London, England, county 
council are here inquiring into the 
government departments. The special 
object of their mission iB to see the lead- 
ing lunatic asylum of Canada and 
the United States, with a view to incor- 
porate improvements into a new asylum 
to be built shortly in London. 

Ottawa has a smallpox scare and is 
arranging for general vaccination. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier is to be received 
with a band and driven to parliament 
hill, where an address of welcome will 
be presented by the mayor and corpora 
tion. 



EVACUATION OF THESSALY. 

Sir Phillip Currie Instructed to Accept the 
Porte's Proposals, 

London, Aug. 25. — A despatch to the 
Daily Mail from Constantinople says 
that Sir Philip Currie, the British am- 
bassador, received instructions to-day to 
accept the proposals of the Porto con- 
cerning the evacuation of Theaaaly, sub- 
ject to the conBent of Greece to the fin- 
ancial control. 

Constantinople, Aug. 24. — The Turk- 
ish government now proposes that the 
Sultan's troops Bhall occupy Volo and 
Larissa and the country in the rear of 
these places until the Greek indemnity 
is paid, withdrawing the troops to the 
south of this line on the signing of the 
treaty of peace. 

THE DAVIS WILL. 

Heirs Agree to Settle the Long Standinc 
Contest. 

Butte, Mont., Aug. 23.— The long 
fight over the eetato of Andrew J. Davis 
ia practically settled. A petition was 
filed in the districtcourt to-day dropping 
the con teat to the alleged forged will and 
agreeing to the distribution. 

When Davis died in 1800 his estate waB 
valued at $8,000,000. Of thia Andrew J. 
Davis, jr., a nephew of the dead million- 
aire, was given the Btock of the First 
National bankof Butte, valued at $2,000, 
000, by an alleged deathbed bequest, and 
the stock of the Butte it Boston Mining 
Company, valued then at $2,500,000, 
since sold to the re-organization com- 
mittee of that company for $180,000 
An inventory filed with the court 
gives the amount in the administrator's 
bands as $972,000 ; real estate, $200,000; 
notes, $110,000 ; property in the hands 
of the auxiliary administrator in Boston, 
$-150,000; total, $1,732,000. The debts 
of the estate were $185,000; expenses of 
the administration, $110,000; bequests 
in will, $4,000; total, $299,000; leaving 
$1,403,000, of which $570,000 ia ready for 
distribution now. 

The court is asked to allow this to be 
distributed right away. In the agree- 
ment dropping the contest, all the blood 
relatives of the dead millionaire are 
taken care of, but Diana Davis and 
Erwin Davis, sister and brother. The 
former is barred by tlie statute of limita 
tion, never having been party to the 
contest. Erwin Davis is also barred for 
the same reason, besides being indebted 
to the estate. The agreement divides 
the estate into eleven hundredths. 

The case was one of the most famous 
contests in the country. When Davis 
died his relatives all over the country 
put iu claims to portions of the estate. 
John A. Davis, a brother, since dead, 
produced a will made in Iowa in the 
iiftiea making hirn sole residuary lega- 
tee, after a few bequests to the natural 
son and daughter of the head million- 
aire, who never married. The will was 
contested on the ground that it was a 
forgery. The trial resulted in a dis- 
agreement of the jury. The sscond trial 
waa eet for several months ago, but post- 
poned to allow a chance to settle it out 
of court. It is believed that Erwin 
Davis will make a fight. Ho already 
claims one-half of the bank Btock award- 
ed to young Andrew Davis. 

DKUMMOND COUNTY CASES. 

Accusations Levelled Against Mr. Tarte and 
Revelations Promised. 

Winnipeg. Aug. 25.— (Special)— Le Re- 
veil, a French Radical paper, says that 
in a few days the Drummond Countv 
case will be unearthed, aud accusation's 
levelled against Mr. Tarte and the min- 
istry. It calls on Sir Wilfrid Laurier to 
put Mr. Tarte out of the cabinet, and 
says to put him out at all costB.

properly admitted by the trial judge, a 
reprieve waB allowed until yesterday. 
The appeal court confirmed the action of 
the court below, and decided that the 
law muBt take its course. 

Owing to a slight variation in the 
judgments of the Full court the matter 
waa brought to the attention of Hon. 
Olitl'ord Sitton and copiea of the three 
documents were telegraphed to him for 
his perusal. Butas the law was allowed 
to take ita couree it is evident that the 
miniater of the interior was satiafied 
that the verdict of the appeal court waB 
a juat one. 

Jamea Wood was certainly a criminal 
of rare aagacity and marvellous powera 
of combination. It waa not his tongue 
that brought about hia downfall, for 
there never lived a man who waB leaa 
disposed to talk. Since hia capture ho 
lias oven refrained from saying anything 
that would so much aa disclose the ee 
cret of his identity. He has devoted 
his whole time to reading novels, and at 
no time evinced any inclination to take 
anyone into his conlidence. When he 
was informed last Sunday evening that 
he had been reapited for two weeks, he 
expressed no concern in the matter. In 
fact ao little interest had he taken in the 
whole proceedings that he was not aware 
hia execution had been fixed for yester- 
day. He believed that the fatal day 
waa Monday. 

The similarity of the names of the 
murderer and hia victim haB, according 
to the Economist, aroused tho vivid 
imagination of the romancer to that ex 
tent that it aeema an embryo Hall Caine 
had taken up his residence in British 
Columbia. Here is one story — and it 
muBt be confessed that the plot is strong 
even if lacking in probability — that baa 
found very general acceptance as correct 
in the Kootenay country, although the 
officers of the law can discover nothing 
to justify it. It is known that Samuel 
M. WoodB (Paddy) waa born in Louisi 
ana and nfterwards removed to PenuByl 
vania. Here it is Raid the deceased 
married, and the result of the union was 
one son. While tho boy waB yet young 
tho father deserted wife and child for a 
woman of dissolute habits. The boy 
when he reached man's estate, made a 
vow that ho would Beek hia father and 
avenge hia mother's wrongs. Tho cur 
tain falls on the drama when James 
Wood met Paddy Wood in the black- 
smith shop and sent home the shot that 
'robbed the old man of his life.

NOT SO SERIOUS. 

Reports of the Afridls Successes Were Ex- 
aggerated. 

Simla, Aug. 25. — It is officially an- 
nounced to-day that Fort Ali-Musjid, in 
the Khyber Pasa, waB evacuated after 
eleven of the garrison, composed of 
Khyber Kifiea (native leviea) had cie- 
Berted. No news has been received of 
the remainder of the garrison anil there 
ia no confirmation of the report that the 
Afridis have massacred three hundred 
of the force. Ali-Musjid was afterwards 
burned by the enemy. Fort 
Jehangera, which find been occupied by 
the Atridia, is only a tower and not of 
much importance. A force of 4,000 
Afridis has advanced to Lukarai, twelve 
miles from Fort Barn, which ia south- 
east of Jameud. General ICllis will at- 
tempt to cut off the retreatof the enemy. 
The insurgents are reported to bo abort 
of food and ammunition.

Kossland's Ore Exhibit Goes East to 
Toronto— New Gold Finds- 
Trout Lake Kiclies. 



NELSON. 

The smelter iB now making daily ship- 
ments of copper matte to the KanaaB 
City reduction works. In consequence 
of the fact that the reverberatory furnace 
has heretofore been used both for silver 
and for gold and copper, work on the 
construction of a new reverberatory 
furnace for the white metal alone will 
be commenced at once. The furnace 
was shut down last Holiday to make a 
change in product and was started up 
again yesterday. The work of grading 
for the new kite line at the smelter, giv 
ing increased facilities for handling ores 
and supplies, is nearing completion. — 
Nelson Tribune. 

There is reason to believe that the 
Hall mines, limited, will declare a divi- 
dend within the next sixty dayB, but no 
information is obtainable as to the 
amount to be divided among the share- 
holders. The company has been bo far 
unable to show a margin over and above 
operating expenses, but the extensive 
improvements that have been made at 
the mine and the smelter during the 
past two years is largely responsible for 
this condition. — Nelson Miner. 

MINERAL CITY. 

The work of constructing the wagon 
road up Cariboo creek is progressing 
finely. Five miles of road are about 
completed, aud the next two mileEt to 
Mineral City will be finished by Septem- 
ber 15. The subscribed money is being 
rapidly collected, and with the govern- 
ment money will be sufficient to finish 
the road to Blue Grouse creek, a dis- 
tance of nine miles. The completion of 
this road will open up a rich country. 
Several rich finds have recently been 
made, and one property is sacking ore 
for shipment at the present time. 
Several companies are preparing to de- 
velop their properties, ami with the 
wagon road completed, Cariboo creek 
will be one of the busiest camps in 
Kootenay.— Nelson Miner. 

TROUT LAKE. 

Laird Brothers, ot Silverton, have 
made several locations there, near the 
Badshot, which give assays of $600 and 
upwards in gold. They have got about 
twelve tone sacked and are going to 
make a trial shipment. If the test gives 
anvthing like the assays obtained there 
will be tremendous excitement in Trout 
Lake. Already much interest has been 
aroused by those who have learned of 
the strike and about ten locations have 
been made. Thomas Blackwood haB 
just returned from there and states that 
the reported strike is genuine and that 
the lead is a strong one and traceable for 
aome distance.— Kootenay Mail. 

ROSSLAND. 

J. B. Johnson, who will have charge 
of Rossland's ore exhibit in the East, 
left Saturday for Toronto. He took with 
him about 1,200 pounds of samples from 
nearly forty of the leading properties of 
the camp. At Winnipeg Mr. Johnson 
will secure the mineral collection made 
by S. E. Reed and exhibited at the Win- 
nipeg exhibition. The combined collec- 
tions will be displayed at the Toronto, 
London and Montreal fairs, and a pam- 
phlet is being printed for circulation in 
connection with the display.— Rossland 
Miner. 

THOMPSON'S LANDING. 

A rich gold strike is reported from the 
head of Pool creek. W. E. Smith says 
that he and Barkley Crilly discovered a 
lead at the head of Pool creek, made 
three locations on it, and sent out sam- 
ples for assay. They agreed to say noth- 
ing about the find till they bad 'returns 
from the asaaver, which to their aston- 
ishment cave $56.10 in gold and a value 
of $30 in lead anil silver. The unexpect- 
ed high aasay has made them alter their 
plans, and they have taken up supplies 
to develop their claims. According to 
the latest report from McLugal creek 
gold mine, the rock is very hard, but the 
ore body is becoming richer and wider 
as depth ia attained. — Revelstoke Her- 
ald.

Among the passengers was one elderly 
gentleman from Oakland, OaL, who 
went north in the interests of numerous 
townspeople of his for the purpose of 
ascertaining the most feasible route into 
the Yukon. Not caring to be quoted he 
would not give his name. He has been 
some considerable time in the north and 
speakinc from what he could learn from 
all sources of information ho states the 
best route into the upper Yukon ib via 
the Stickeen.

boat in San Francisco, paid the freight- 
ace on it to Dyea and there found it to 
be only cumbersome to take farther, so 
he sold it for $13. I heard of many such 
cases, and all served to show me what 
is little needed for the trip. Durinc my 
stay in Victoria I have acquainted my- 
self with prices of outfitting gooda, and 
from what I now know the chances are 
that my party will come to this city to 
make preparations for their trip. I find 
that Victoria merchants have really 
what is required in the line of outfits, 
and I have the promise of several that 
they will outfit my party in the spring 
at prices which they are now quoting. 
There aro in my party between -100 and 
500 people who are anxiously awaiting 
my return and who will rely on what 
information I can give them." Consid- 
erable miscellaneous news concerning 
Yukon matters flwas contained in an 
Alaskan Searchlight which the gentle- 
man had in his pocket and which he 
said he would not part with for a ten 
dollar bill.

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STREET IMPROVEMENT. 

The good roads agitation is in evi- 
dence, and we hope will produce Bome 
good xeBulta. There is aa yet little open 
opposition to the by-law. Mr. Sorby'a let 
tere ahow that the plan ia open to criti- 
cism; but upon this we are all agreed 
Indeed, it would probably be impossible 
ior human ingenuity to devise any plan 
that could not be criticised, and against 
■which a formidable array of arithmetical 
calculations could not be made. The point 
upon which the greatest stress is laid in 
private discussion is that the expend! 
ture is not for permanent improvements, 
and that it is wrong to go in debt for in* 
proveinents that are not permanent 
This sounds very formidable; but is the 
argument a good one? We think it is 
not. In the first place, it iB pro- 
posed to spend about $25,000 of the 
proposed loan in work of a char- 
acter which will be conceded to 
l>e permanent— that ia on sidewalks 
and concrete gutters. Half the loan at 
least ia to go for the improvement of the 
main arteries of travel leading into the 
■business centre. It is proposed to 
macadamize these. The objection ii 
made that macadam is not permanent 
That all depends upon the place where 
it ia put. Macadam would not properly 
he considered permanent paving in the 
business centre of the city, but we sub- 
mit that upon the streets under con- 
sideration it will meet all the require- 
ments of permanency. What is a perman- 
ent pavement any way ? It ia certainly 
not one that will last forever. It is 
simply one that will meet the require- 
ments of the particular locality for a 
reasonable time to come. We ask the 
opponents of the by-law if they suppose 
that the Esquimau road, Fort street, 
Douglas street, the upper portion of 
Government street, the Gorge road, 
Humboldt street and Yates street are 
likely in the next twenty years to be 
paved with anything else than macadam. 
Unless there is a prospect that they 
will be, then we say that macadam is, so 
far as those streets are concerned, a per- 
manent pavement, within the meaning 
of that term as it is ordinarily used. 
Let it be granted that no one can tell 
■what will take place in the nest twenty 
yearB : nevertheless it is only reasonable 
to say that we miiBt in these matters 
look at things aa they are to-day, not at 
some imaginary aspect which they may 
assume at some indeiinite date in the 
future, It is not worth our while wasting 
any time in discussing what sort of 
streets Victorians may want fifteen 
years from now. What we are moat 
concerned in is in having good roads 
tow. • 



stances, it seems very absurd to think of 
making any claim on their behalf against 
the company.

ABOUT A TELEGRAM. 

The following alleged Ottawa dispatch 
appears in the TimeB in regard to cer- 
tain telegrams printed by the New York 
Journal: " Chas. Lugrin, of the Col- 
onist, is the only one of the Canadians 
who joined hands with the Americans in 
condemning the royalties, which he er- 
roneously aays are unpopular here — and 
also the holding of alternate claims 
We say this is an alleged dispatch, be- 
cause the editor of the Colonist never 
sent a dispatch to any part of the world 
saying that the royalties are unpopular 
in Ottawa. This contemptible attempt 
to make it appear that the editor of the 
Colonist is taking an anti-Canadian 
view of the Klondyke question is best 
answered by a statement of the factB. 

On August 19th the following dispatch 
was received in this office : 

New York, Aug. 19th. 
Editor Colonist, Victoria: 

Aa representing Canadian opinion 
and feeling in your section of the Do- 
minion will you kindly telegraph the 
Journal at our expense how your people 
feel about the immigration of American 
gold seekers into the Klondyke and the 
regulation of your government as to 
bounties on gold mines and claims? 

New York Journal. 
To this the following reply was sent: 
The Journal, New York: 

Previous to the recent extreme utter- 
ancea of the American press against 
Canadians aud Canadian laws, the idea 
of excluding American citizens from our 
gold mines was scarcely entertained by 
any one. Now there is quite a pro- 
nounced and growing feeling that our 
placers should be reserved for our own 
people. At a public meeting held here 
recently to consider the regulations, 
every reference to Buch a line of policy 
was heartily applauded, and there is 
little doubt that a resolution directed 
against American miners would have 
carried, The fact that the placers of 
Alaska are closed to Canadians influ 
ences many people to wish to see the 
Canadian placers closed to Americans 
Moreover, there is a feeling that as the 
Yukon country will be abandoned 
soon as its mines are exhausted it might 
be properly dealt with in a manner dif 
ferent to that prevailing elsewhere in 
Canada. Taking the whole situation 
into consideration, I believe the exclu- 
sion of Americans from the Yukon would 
be popular here. 

The reservation of alternate claims is 
very unpopular here, becauBe it is re- 
garded as unworkable and as an obstacle 
to profitable mining. The bounties are 
universally condemned as excessive and 
very many persons think they ought to 
be abolished entirely.

THE SQUATTERS ON 

THE E, & N. BELT. 

It is not very easy to see what thero 
is in any claim, which the Equattera on 
the E. & N. railway belt can make, that 
ia entitled to any consideration on the 
part of the Dominion government. 
According to the terms of Union the 
land in this belt was sot apart for rail- 
way purposes, and by the terms of tho 
agreement with the E. & N. Company 
provision was mndo to safeguard the 
squatters rights. Wiiere they had been 
bona tide in possession for a year, they 
■were to be allowed to purchase not moro 
than 100 acres at the rate of a dollar an 
acre, which was not to convey any right 
to the coal. This is expressly stipulated 
and the bargain has been kept to the 
letter by the railway company. No 
eq nutter has ever naked the company to 
carry blit the terms of the ' agreement 
a>: 1 been refused. Under these circum- 



graph of this article. " Yet romance is 
not dead," says the Manchester gentle- 
man. " It flourishes in far-off places."

Having disposed of Kootenay and its 
gold, this "gentleman, who has spent 
some time in that district," proceeds to 
tell about Klondyke. 

The Klondyke boom arose, he Bays, 
from the fact that several Esquimaux 
Indians came to Victoria with nuggets 
to the value of $200,000, which they had 
obtained by blowing up a pocket with 
dynamite obtained from mines on Doug- 
las Island. The site of this pocket is un- 
known, but is somewhere in tho Peace 
River district. "This is my opinion, 
based upon a pretty extensive knowledge 
of the country." We beg our miners to 
make a note of this, also of the fact that 
Indians travel from DouglaB Island to 
Peace river with dynamite in their pock 
eta. Later, says the man who has been 
there, a 'Frisco woman and her husband 
opened a store in the Klondyke district, 
wormed the secret of the pocket out of 
this party, took out $750,000 in gold and 
went home. "Thore you have the origin 
of the presentboom," triumphantly adds 
tho Manchester man, and a very good 
origin too, we may add. 

After some remarks as to tho size of 
this gold-bearing district, this new auth 
ority proceeds to describe the "Peace 
River Esquimaux," who are alleged to 
bo the dirtiest creatures on God's earth 
" Believe me, they never change their 
garments ; they gradually rot off them 
layer by layer." Then follows some in- 
formation, which would be nowhere so 
new as in Peace river. One rather start- 
ling statement is that these " Peace 
River Esquimaux " are particularly fond 
of codfish. Where they get them hedoeB 
not tell us. The Teace river country is 
frozen for nine months in the year, 
which it must be conceded is rather hard 
on the " hospitable lot of cinnamon- 
colored beggars " who live there. Hun- 
dreds of people get loHt on the glaciers of 
Peace river and perish there, and this 
not unnaturally more than counterbal- 
ances the pleasure to be derived from 
" beautiful scenery and rich moonlight 
effects." Mining in the Klondyke is 
all in quartz, or nearly all. The proceaB 
is to shovel off two or three inches of 
enow to get to the rock, which is then 
blasted with dynamite. 

In view of the aforegoing remarkable 
statementa, we think that if Solomon 
were alive to-day he would have to revise 
his famous proposition about there being 
nothing new under the sun.

THE TRUTH ABOUT KLONDYKE. 

It iB an old saying that we muat go 
from home to hear home newB, and so it 
is eminently proper that wo should dis- 
cover in the Manchester, Eng., Evening 
Chronicle the true story of the Klondyke. 
At least as it ia the production of " a 
gentleman who baa spent some time in 
that district," it ought to be true if it ia 
not. The information ia happily not 
confined to the Klondyke but refers to 
thia Province also, and the average 
British Columbia reader can, therefore, 
have some measure by which he can teat 
the whole narrative. 

This gentleman spent some time in 
Kootenay, having visited Nelson, KaBlo 
and Slocan. In these cities he had to 
" live the life of a primitive man." The 
nature of the food impressed him. 
" Flat-jacks," he says, " (a kind of rough 
cake made by dipping flour in boiling 
fat), pork and beans are the staple food." 
Having imparted this information he 
proceeds to say. " But the water ia ex- 
cellent." How doea thia strike you for 
Kootonay fare? Flat-jacks, pork, beans 
and water— especially the water? The 
excellence of the water is doubtless due 
to the meteorological fact discovered by 
this gentleman that " from October till 
December it rains continuously, a per- 
fect deluge." The remainder of the 
year is " grand English spring weather." 

Tho gentleman proceeds to tell that 
the quality of the gold taken out ia ex- 
cellent, and that tho Chinamen take it 
out of the Fraser, standing all day long 
in .three feet of water. Next follows 
something that must be quoted entire. 
The interview proceeds: 

" And the Chinamen? " 

" Oh, they manage all right. They are 
hardy enough to do anything. With 
unrivalled diligence and tireless indus- 
try they horde gold duat; they accumu- 
late vast quantities of it, and— poor 
devils— in the end it ia all taken from 
them. 

" How is that? 

" You see they get murdered. When 
they get as much gold dust as they can 
stow away about their personB, their 
clothes being literally padded out with 
the precious stuff, they make tracks for 
home, and on the way are invariably 
killed by train-jumpers, acamps of all 
kinds and Indians. That is the end of 
all their enterprise— poor souls." 

Just here it may be apropos to quote a

We find in the British Columbia Re- 
view, printed in London, a letter signed 
"Anxious Father," that ib worthy of 
more than passing notice. The writer 
has a son who wants to go to the Yukon, 
and he asks: " Is this the best time to 
go ; or would you advise my son to go to 
B.C. and await there a more favorable 
opportunity for continuing his journey 
northward?" This question iB un 
doubtedly agitating others besides the 
writer of this letter. The London paper 
does not reply to it; but we unhesi 
tatingly say that it would be a very wise 
thing for any person in England, who 
contemplates going into the Yukon 
country next Bpring, to 8pend the winter 
in British Columbia. TMb would enable 
him to meet men of experience, and gain 
much information that would be of very 
great value to him when he set out on 
his journey northward. 



The Tacoma Ledger assures us that if 
we are patient we shall see the United 
StateB with colonies and a great com 
mercial marine.

The " Thistle " Sails With Material 
for Building- Steamers 
ou the Lake. 



"Empress of China" Has Sailed 
From Yokohama With a 
Heavy Carg;o. 



The steamer Thistle, Captain Butler, 
started North last night with the ma 
chinery and building material for the 
Bawmill and two steamers on Teslin 
lake. F. M. Yorke, the manager of the 
proposed works, with twelve carpenters, 
went as passengers, and there were be^ 
sides a party of five Easterners leaving 
for the Northern gold fields. One of 
theBe waa J. M. Boggard, who, thirty 
yearB ago, waa in thia country mining in 
Cariboo. Those with him are C. B. 
Boydeu, James Brand, Sidney C.Wilson 
and T. J. Armstrong. They intend 
taking the same route to the mines that 
will be in part traversed by the Yorke 
party, going first to Wrangel, transfer- 
ring there to Mr. J. C. Callbreath'a 
atearuer Alaska, going up the Stickeen 
to Telegraph Creek, and onward to Tes- 
lin lake by pack train. The Eastern 
party represent but a very small number 
of those whom Simon Leiser & Co. could 
have yesterday outfitted for the same 
voyage. Had the Thistle accommodation, 
the company Bay they could have supplied 
over one hundred intending, miners for 
they say that fully that many and more 
made application. This goes to show 
how popular an all-Canadian route to 
the Yukon gold fields, such as the 
Thistle crowd will travel over, would be- 
come, and it iB a little incident which 
should go a long way towards encourag- 
ing the Yorke party in the enterprise 
they are about to venture on. Captain 
Butler has also good reason to feel in 
better spirits on leaving port this trip 
than uaual. A day or so ago ho was re- 
funded the $!>00 fine imposed in Seattle 
some months ago for an alleged breach 
of the cuBtoms regulations. The cir- 
cumstances of his trouble there were 
very trifling. He took a party of excur- 
sionists down the Sound who had missed 
the Queen on that vessel's early arrival 
in port, and it being necessary that they 
should make connectioua with the East- 
ern train at Tacoma on the same day as 
their arrival here, the Thistle made all 
speed on the voyage possible. She 
was going to be late in spite of all efforts, 
however, and Capt. Butler seeing this 
hailed the Flyer at Seattle transferring 
the party without waiting to comply 
with the regulations. The ease was one 
of emergency and the captain at once 
explained it to the collector at Seattle, 
who notwithstanding matters imposed 
the line. The captain paid it promptly, 
but under protest, and on the case being 
appealed to Washington the collector's 
decision was reversed. Besides the 
carpenters there are in the Yorke party 
Mr. Strickland, at one time a Victoria 
engineer; Mr, A. S. Mouat, who will go 
as mate of one of the Teslin lake steam- 
ers; and Messrs. James Gaudin, C. 
Barton and J. McDonald.

WEST COAST MINES. 

The New Find at Clayoquot Results in a 
Rush of Prospectors. 

Mr. Alex. Bonthrone, of Vancouver, 
in an interview in the Nanaimo Free 
Press after a visit to Alberni statea that 
mining matters at Clayoquot and Ander- 
son lake, where he is intereated, are Btill 
moving, and that the results of nearly 
all the recent development work at both 
points have been eminently satisfactory. 
Thero are still a number of prospectors 
out along the coast, but most of the 
work being done ia first assessment work. 
The claims are largely owned by syndi- 
cates, and a number have received de- 
velopment sufficient to make very favor- 
able predictions possible. A number of 
the claims show good sized bodies of 
heavy copper ores, many increasing in 
depth as far as they have been opened. 

The strike of magnificent peacock 
copper ore recently made near the upper 
part of Clayoquot, caused quite a rush 
to that section. The ore shown as 
having come from the new discovery 
resembles much of the best taken from 
the Van Anda, on Texada Island, and 
thero is Baid to bo an excellent surface 
showing on the ledge. 

^ property which is bein^ watched 
with considerable interest is one in 
which Mr. Bonthrone is interested. It 
is situated near Smith's landing, about 
nine inileB below China Creek, on the 
Alberni canal. Little work has been 
done on the ledge but the syndicate 
operating it aro running a tunnel to 
cross cut the lead about 112 feet in and 
this is now in over 100 feet. The rock 
surrounding the lead is so hard that 
with three shifts of four men each the 
tunnel has been driven only about five 
feet a week. 

Mr. Bonthrone reports Alberni itself 
ather quiet though a number of 
strangers are now looking over the dis- 
trict and there aro prospects of increased 
activity should some of the sales now 
pending go through. 



A 1IYAS INDIAN DROWNED. 

Chief Sliew-Wish of the Nitinat Tribe Im. 
blbes Too Freely and Falls 
Overboard. 

In tow of the tug Lottie, and with flag 
at half-mast, the schooner Pachwolliea 
entered the harbor last evening, bearing 
the mortal remains of Chief Show-Wish, 
one of tho most influential Indians of 
the West Coast tribes. 

The Chief fell a victim to the not un- 
common Indian failing, a fondness for 
the fire-water of tho pale-face, and, hav- 
ing imbibed more than ho could safely 
carry, fell overboard from his schooner 
in the Fraser river, and drowned before 
e could bo rescued. 

Amongst the members of the tribe, 
who aro encamped on tho Songhees 
reaervation, there is weeping and wail- 
ing for the loss of their chief, tha dusky 
braves and their squaws refusing to bo 
comforted because he is not. Shew- 
Wish waa a direct descendant of the 
Nitinat tribe who, beforo tho encroach- 
ments of the white people, ruled the 
greater portion of tho island, and hia 
brother will probably Biiuceed him as 
chief.

Disappoiuted Men Who Essayed Moi - e 
Than They Could 
Complete. 



A Budget of News From the Yukon 
Trails by the 
" Topeka." 



Amongst the passengers down by tho 
Topoka yesterday -were several disbeart- 
ened and disgruntled men, who, despite 
the biblical injunction to the contrary, 
bad, alter puttiDg their lianda to the 
plow, looked back and allowed the re- 
membrances of the comforts they bad 
left behind to outweigh the possibilities 
of fortune which beckoned them on to 
the inhospitable regiouH of the .Klon- 
dyke. Some of them frankly ad- 
mitted that having under-eatimated 
the hardships of the trip they had gone 
totally unprepared for the tough exper- 
iences they met with, and had returned 
because they could not stand the bard 
vmrk entailed by an effort to make the 
trip at thiB season of the year. Others, 
who are apparently afraid of having the 
linger of Bcore pointed at them as " quit- 
ters," when asked if they had 
started out with the intention of go- 
ing through, deny the soft impeachment, 
and pretend the sole object o[ their trip 
•was accomplished when they reached 
Skagway or Dyea. But out of their own 
mouths this latter clasa condemn them- 
selves, and it is safe to say that there are 
on board nearly a dozen men who started 
out full of hope, and who are returning 
sadder, poorer, and, it is to he hoped, 
■wiser because of their experiences. 

Amongst them is a young man hailing 
from Portland, Oregon, who in company 
with a party of seven had succeeded in 
reaching Sheep Camp, and from him 
some interesting figures as to the cost of 
transportation were obtained. From 
Dyea to the head of canoe navigation, r. 
distance of bix miles, the Indians are 
charging two and a half cents per 
pound. From Dyea to Sheep Camp, 
8 miles thB pack trains convey baggage 
for 9 cents per pound, whereas the In- 
dian packers charge from 12 to 13 cents 
From Sheep Cam]) to Stonehouse, whicl 
is described as the worBt piece of the 
trail, a distance of two miles, the pack- 
ing is done exclusively by Indiana and 
costs 4 cents per pound, and from Stone- 
house to Crater Lake over the summit, 
a distance of about four miles, 6 cents 
por pound is the ruling price. 

The unanimous opinion of those who 
profess to have knowledge of the Skag 
way and Dyea trails is that the Dyea 
Toute will, of the two, be always the 
more popular; very few, it is said, are 
likely to get through via Skagway, and 
when the work now being done on the 
Dyea trail is completed it is considered 
certain ttiat many of those who had in- 
tended going in via Skagway will change 
their plans and make Dyea their start- 
ing point. It is estimated by some of 
the Topeka's passengers that fully 6,000 
people are encamped at Skagway, of 
which but a very Btnall proportion have 
even the faintest chance of. getting 
through, while at Dyea the number is 
under a thousand. 

Leo Friede, a business man of Port- 
laud, Oregon, who made the trip to Dyea 
lor the purpose of viewing the situation 
with a view to turning his information 
into a means of corralling some of the 
wealth which will emanato from the 
Klondyke region, says that the exorbi- 
tant demands which are being made by 
packers and others at Dyea and Skagway 
have, in a large measure, been caused 
by the arrivals themselves. As an in- 
stance, he mentions that atDyca, where the 
customary charge for conveying passen- 
gers ashore from the steamer was two- 
bits, the tariff was raised instantly in 
consequence of one man offering five 
dollars to be taken the short distance 
between the Topeka and the beach, and 
She Bame thing has happened in regard 
to packing all along the line. His strong 
recommendation is that all men going 
ap there sliould if possible combine to 
have a fixed rate of charges beyond 
ivhich no one shall be allowed to go. 

One big muscular man who has had 
experience in most of the mining camps 
in the Pacific States says that it is 
nothing short of madness for anyone to 
go in via Dyea and Skagway this fall , 
uu\i estimates that of thoBe who are 
there now not one per cent, will " make 
it " this winter. 

"And," he added, "I know, for I 
have been fourteen miles up the Skag- 
way trail and though packing is almost 
second nature to me, I preferred to turn 
back, selling my outfit at a loss to risking 
my life by continuing the trip." 

On the other hand there is a story of 
one man who, having reached Lake 
Lindeman, returned to Skagway in L-l 
hours, en route to Juneau to settle some 
business matters, and who was return- 
ing by tho same route expecting to reach 
Lake Lindeman again by the time the 
other members of Lub party bad com- 
pleted the building of their boats. 

Rumors are current that a new chain 
of lakes has been discovered on the 
Skagway route but confirmation seems 
dillicult to obtain, it being freely stated 
however that the new discovery will re- 
sult in this route being more patronized 
than that by way of Dyea. 

The Birch party, who reached Juneau 
a day or two before the Topeka called in 
there, are reported to havo passed the 
mail on their way from Dawson City, 
and it is expected that news will arrive 
in a day or two confirming or disproving 
Hie rumors which have been freely cir- 
culated in the last few days as to the 
amount of gold which is coming out of 
the country. 

This Birch party which consists of Joe 
Birch, James McKay and Archie Shelp, 
left Dawson City on July 29 and occu- 
pied 11) days in making "the trip to the 
head of Lake Lindeman, and thence to 
Dyea in a day, thus completing the 
distance in 20 days, arriving in Juneau 
on August 10. Starting out with 
only 10 days' provisions trusting to bo 
able to purchase more on their way, in 
which they were not disappointed, 
they claim to have worked twenty hours 
a day, making their wav up the river in 
canoes by puddle and line, taking it in 
turns to pull the boat up from the shore. 
No poling was done, and tho only delay 
encountered was one of eighteen hours 
oil Lake Le Barge. Thoy report that no 
excitement exists on Indian or Stewart 



$20,000 in dust, hut are only on a pur- 
chasing trip, the little fortune in five 
figures being for investment only. 

Four steamers were at Dawson when 
the party left, the Beaver, Belle, and two 
others. Tho Birch party state that tho 
Klondyke river will be full of slush-ice 
by September 2'6. They give Borne in- 
teresting figures showing the conditions 
existing at Dawson City, where gold 
dust ia now being taken atifl7 perounce. 

Amongst the fortunate Juneauites 
Dick Lowe who haB made $100,000 easily 
beads the list, while two men named 
Ashly and Leake have a claim for which 
they have been offered $160,000. Still 
another man named Smith has taken 
out $50,000, and it is considered practic- 
ally certain that tho Portland will have 
three tons of gold duet aboard her next 
trip. 

AmongBt the many discomforts to bo 
undergone, the Birch party give special 
prominence to the mosquitoes, which 
they say are simply indescribable, and, 
indeed, the hardships which are met 
with are, according to these three re- 
turned Klondykers, not easy of exagger- 
ation. 

To euni up the opinionB expressed by 
those on the Topeka who had any 
knowledge of the situation aa it exists 
at Dyea and Skagway, it seems to be 
clear that it i3 absolutely impossible for 
the large number of men who are now at 
Skagway to get through this fall, and 
that those who are intending going 
in must provide themselves with pack 
horses equal to their needs, as the packers 
have now more work in sight than they 
can by any possibility get through be- 
fore the trail becomes impaBsable. ThoBe 
who returned last night necessarily take 
a gleomy view of the situation, but dis- 
abusing' the position of affairs of any- 
thing which would Bavor of pessimism, it 
seems abundantly clear, as tho Colonist 
has stated on previous occasions, that 
those who make the trip in the early 
Bprir.g will be as far ahead as those who 
make the attempt now.

Annual Meeting of the Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals. 



Enthusiastic Assemblage of Friends 
and Members Hear the 
Year's Reports. 



The annual meeting of the local 
branch of tho B. C. Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals was held 
at the city hall last evening, his worship 
tho mayor in the chair. 

The reading of the usual reports of the 
work of the organization by acting secre- 
tary Dallain waa the first matter claim- 
ing the attention of the meeting as 
follows: 

The President and Members: 

In presenting the first annual report of 
the Victoria branch of the British Col- 
umbia Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals, I wish to state that 
this branch was only organized about 
the middle of last February, consequent- 
ly our report is for six and one half 
months' work only, and the greater part 
of that time was taken up with the 
routine work required in getting a 
society of this kind on a working basis, 
such as drawing up constitution and 
by-laws, having the same, ns well as 
other matter, printed, appointing in- 
spectors, etc., etc. 

At first glance the amount of good 
accomplished so far may appear Binall, 
hut when the above facts are considered 
I am Bure you will agree with me in say- 
ing that there is every prospect of thiB 
being a real " live " society, and that 
the year we are entering upon is sure 
to be vastly more successful. Our 
membership roll is still lamentably 
small (due largely to the fact that the 
summer was upon us before we were in 
a position to solicit for members). There 
are only twenty-five members on our 
roll so far. 

I wish right hero toimpressiton every 
member of this society that we must in- 
crease that number at least twenty-fold 
if we wish to accomplish anything, as 
funds are an absolute necessity. Up to 
the present we have kept out of debt, 
and have a email balance to our credit, 
only through the kindness of the Vic- 
toria Society for tho Prevention of Cruelty 
in handing over to us the balance leit 
when their society disbanded. Let 
every one of us consider ourselves a 
special committee on memberships and 
begin a systematic canvass. Apart from 
the matter of funds, it will be a great 
assistance to your executive to feel that 
they have the support of a large number 
in their work. ' 

EXECUTIVE, 

Your executive and vigilant commit- 
tee have held regular monthly meetings, 
at which. of late the different members 
havo reported caseb of cruelty seen by or 
reported to them. The cases in which 
some action has been taken are aa 
follows : 

Cruelty to horses Six cases 

Cruelty to dogs Three cases 

Cruelty to cattle Two cases 

Cruelty to birds One case 

Cruelty to wild animals One case 

We havo so far beon able to accom- 
plish our purpose without calling in tho 
assistance of the law, but should there 
be occasion we will not hesitate one 
moment to bring our cases into court. 

The executive committee have ap- 
pointed five members'aB agents (accord- 
ing to the power given us by the act of 
incorporation) who have been sworn in 
as special constables, and supplied with 
badges, who are constantly on the look- 
out for any acts of cruelty to animals. 

Your committee have also several 
plane in view, for circulating literature 
on the proper treatment of animals, 
plucing notices in public stables, etc., 
and lack of neceBBary funds, alone has 
prevented them being carried out before 
this. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

cised towards the dumb animals as 
mercy had been shown to men, Cruelty 
to brutes reacted against man himself, 
for a man who is in the habit of abusing 
his power over the animal king- 
dom will come sooner or later to 
treat his fellow man in a similar way. 
It had been expected that considerable 
help would havn been received from the 
Women's Council, but very little assist- 
ance had been received from any Quar- 
ter. The society in this city "was 
only a branch of the provin- 
cial society which had been organized 
in New Westminster, and it waB 
intended to have branches in every 
town in tho province. The operations 
of the society dated only from last Feb- 
ruary and was still in its infancy and 
with the assistance of the public a great 
deal of good might be done. It was the 
idea more to educate the public mind in 
the matter of treating dumb animals 
and not so much to punish offenders. 
At the same time the society was pre- 
prred to carry flagrant cases of cruelty 
into the courts if necessary. 

Mr. Lindley Crease seconded the mo- 
tion which was adopted unanimously. 

Archbishop Scriven, Mr. Kitto, Capt. 
Mitchell and others spoke in favor of 
what had been done by the society 
though young as it was. 

The use of the check rein, and the 
method of handling cattle and sheep by 
steamboat companies were among other 
things Btrongly criticised.

"I onco worked a printing press that 
was built and operated for a long while 
by Ben Franklin, " said Colonel Charles 
Confer. "The machine was quite a 
primitive affair, hut it auswered tho 
purpose. I was then a boy in Lancaster, 
Pa., and was learning tho printer's 
trado in tho office of tho Lancaster 
Union. John W. Forney, who made 
such a success of the Philadelphia Press, 
was a 'prentico with me, and wo took 
turns working tho old Franklin press. 
It was made entirely of wood except for 
a marblo slab that answered tho pur- 
pose of a bed. On this slab tho forms 
of typo wero placed, and they would 
have to bo inked with a long, clumsy 
roller before each impression. 

"One day Forney would wield the 
roller, and tho next day it fell my turn 
to smear on tho ink. We could prim 
about uO or 75 sheets an hour. Tho work- 
was laborious, but wo performed it 
cheerfully because of tho knowledge 
that Ben Franklin had done the very 
samo work on the press many a day bft- 
foro we wero born. James Buchanan 
nsetl to come in occasionally and en- 
courage us at our task and predict n 
brilliant career for both of us if we 
stuck to the trado wo wero then learn- 
ing. 

"This was way back in 1811, and 
I'm a young man yet. Events that aro 
crowded into tho years since then con- 
tain the history of tho building of ono 
of the most powerful nations tho world 
has every known, and the processious of 
men that have passed in review since 
then call for the pen of another Plutarch 
to portray, and that cramped, rickety 
littlo Franklin press that John W. For- 
ney and I used to work played a big 
part in tho making of tho nation and 
the making of the processions of men.

AN UNHAPPY DUCHESS. 



Ccrtly of York und tho Ravages of th« 
Wuj or the Roses. 

The wars of tho roses wiped out most 
of tho nobility of England, though the 
plain people suffered little, and many 
well horn mothers mourned husbands 
and sons slain in tho wars. Bnt fow, if 
any of them, had suoh a succession of 
sorrows as ono who might havo seemed 
born only to enjoy the days of her lifo 
—Cecily, wifo of Richard Pluntagonct, 
dnko of York, and leader of the White 
Roso. 

Cecily Nevil was granddaughter of 
"Old John of Gaunt, timo honored Lan- 
caster, " and so great-granddaughter of 
King Edward III; her father was Ralph 
Novil, earl of Westmorland, her mother 
Joan Beaufort, tho Duke of Lancaster's 
daughter. Cecily Novil married Richard 
Plantagenot when she was about 20 
years old, in M40, and they had four 
sous and two daughters, Edward, Ed- 
mund, George, Richard, Anne and Mar- 
garet. For 15 years no especial sorrows 
reachod her; her sons were strong, her 
husband was tho principal subject in tho 
kingdom. 

But in 14.55 tho wars of tho roses be- 
gan with tho bloody battle at St. Al- 
bans, on May 23, und tho Earl of Staf- 
ford, tho nephew of Duchess Cecily, 
was killed there. At Northampton, on 
July 10, I'lflO, her brother-in-law, Staf- 
ford, duke of Buckingham, was killed 
and tho terrible fight at Wakefield on 
Deo. 30, 1460, robbed hor at onco of two 
nephews, a brother, a son and a hus- 
band. In the battle fell Sir Thomas 
Novil and Sir Edmund Bourchier, 
nephews, and hor husband, Richard. 
Immediately after tho battlo her brothor 
Ralph, oarl of Salisbury, was executed, 
and hor sou Edmund, earl of Rutland, 
only 12 years old, was murdered by 
John, Lord Clifford, in cold blood, in re- 
vongo for tho death of his father in bat- 
tle. 

When sorrows came to Dnchess Cecily, 
they did not come alone. Another 
nophow, Sir John Nevil, fell at Tow- 
ton, Murch 20, 1401. Then camo a 
breathing spall, but in 1409 Sir Henry 
Nevil was executod, and at Burnet, 
April 14, 1471, fell still other nephews 
— John Nevil, marquis of Montague, 
and Richard Nevil, earl of Warwick, 
famous as "tho king maker. " On May 
4, 1471, the battlo of Tewkesbury was 
fought, and immediately afterward Ed- 
ward, princo of Wales, who, thougii a 
Lancastrian, had married the duchess' 
niece, the "king maker's" daughter 
Anne, was murdered by her sons, the 
Dukes of Clarence and Gloucester. 
They kept tho killing in the family, 
but it was killing just tho same. 

Two years later, so that tho duchess 
should not get uuaccustoiuod to grief, 
her son-in-law, Thomas Holland, duke 
of Exeter, who had had to beg his bread 
in exile, was found dead on tho soa- 
shoro at Dover, and in 1478 her son, the 
Duke of Clarence, was drowned in a 
butt of Malmsey, his wife Cecily hav- 
ing been poisoned previously. Her son- 
in-law, Charles tho Bold, duke of Bur- 
gundy, had been killed in battlo in 
1477. Then thero was a littlo respite for 
the poor dcohesa. In 1483 died her son, 
Edward IV, only 41 years old, tho first 
one of her descendants to die a natural 
death since 1455 — 28 yoars. In the same 
year her two grandsons, Edward V and 
Richard, dnko of York, wero murdered 
by their undo and her son, Richard, 
duke of Gloucester, who became king 
as Richard III, and in his turn was 
killed at Bosworth field on Aug. 22, 
1485, when only 35 years old. Her son- 
in-law, Sir Thomas St. Lcger, was oxo- 
cutod in 14S3, and u grandnephow, a 
second Henry Stafford, duko of Buck- 
ingham, was executed in 1487. 

Except for a fow small deaths, such 
as two husbands of a niece, Catharine 
Novil, and a grandson, Jolui, earl of 
Lincoln, and a grandson, Edward, 
princo of Wales, the duchess lost no 
more relatives and died peacefully in 
1405. All of theso four but tho Princo 
of Wales died by violence. Of her chil- 
dren, Margarot, duchess of Burgundy, 
was the only one who survived her. 
During tho 40 years, 1455-95, sho had 
seen 25 of her relatives die by violence 
and :s by disease. 

But sho herself did not rest even aft- 
er death. When Henry VIII destroyed 
tho monasteries, tho Collegiate church 
of Fotheringay was razed to the ground, 
and tho bodies of Richard Plantagenet 
and Cecily Novil, duko and duchess 
of York, wero oxposed to view in their 
graves. They lay so for several years, 
until Elizabeth, their great-great-grand- 
daughter, queen of England in her own 
right, caused thorn to bo reinterrod, 
with the solemnities befitting tho funer- 
al uf two such distinguished persons. 

So Cecily Nevil, mother of two kings 
and grandmother of ouo king, having 
died, at last found rest. — Now York 
Sun.

Fair Play Takes Exception to Air. 
Sorby's Letter on Street Im- 
provement Question. 



"We Want Good Koads "—Chief 
Ileasy's Explanation—" Come 
Birdie Come." 



To the Editor: — Your correspondent, 
Mr. T. C. Sorby, endeavors in hiB let- 
ter published in the Colonist of Wed- 
nesday to make capital against the pro- 
posed Loan by-law, by misstatements 
and misrepresentation of facts. 

Ho says the Mayor's proposition 
amounts to this: "Leave the business 
centre of the city to do as it likes with 
its Btreets, and raise, on the credit of 
the business men of the city, $100,000 to 
spend on macadamizing roads outside 
the central area." 

Now, it is evident from that statement 
that either Mr. Sorby is incapable of un- 
derstanding what he reads, or, if he does 
understand, he is quite capable of inten- 
tionally misrepresenting statements, 
when by bo doing he hopes to further his 
own ends. 

I have the Mayor's communication 
before me, and in it he distinctly states 
that one one object of the by-law is to do 
a large quantity of permanent work in 
tho business portion of the city, in the 
shape of permanent sidewalks, gutters 
and surface drains, and states distinctly 
that the coBt of that work would be 
from $45,000 to $50,000, or about half the 
loan, which would be spent in the busi- 
ness portion of the city, that Mr. Sorby 
is bo anxious about; the other half of 
the loan, or about $50,000 is according to 
the Mayor's statement, to be spent in 
macadamizing roads outside the centre 
of the city, which in my humble opin- 
ion require as much attention as the 
business centreB. 

Another evidence of Mr. Sorby's in- 
ability to fairly criticize the Mayor's 
scheme is to be found in a letter he pub- 
lished a few days ago, in which he stated 
that the costof the loan would be $14,000 
per annum, whereas the Mayor in his 
letter says it would be $7,8(50, or a little 
more than half of what Mr. Sorby Baid. 

What does he mean by "raising 
money on the credit of the business men 
of the city?" Surely Mr, Sorby cannot 
be so ignorant as not to know that city 
loans are raised upon the security of the 
real estate of the whole city, and that 
the credit of the business men has 
nothing whatever to do with it. 

I would advise Mr. Sorby in future to 
be quite certain that his statements, fig- 
ures and quotations .are correct, before 
attempting to criticize anything again, 
and then perhaps he may escape being 
placed in the unenviable position of be- 
ing aelf-convicted of either inability to 
understand, or of deliberate misrepre- 
sentation. Fair Play. 

To the Editor: — "We want good 
roads," so the placard reads; certainly 
we do, and the best we can get. The 
Mayor speaks of the matter financially, 
but hardly aa a financier, The proDO- 
sition is to borrow $100,000 at ±;.< per 
cent, per annum for a period of twenty 
years. We shall therefore Btand to pay 
In principal and interest by the end of 
that period $157,200, to quote the Mayor's 
figures, for $100,000 worth cf work. To 
this has to be added the cost of main- 
taining these proposed roads up to the 
standard of good roads, which would be 
at least $20,000 per annum. It would be 
folly therefore to suppose that the usual 
allotment of $30,000 would be available 
for expenditure on suburban roads. Let 
it be borne in mind that every council 
is confronted at the outset of its labors 
with a debt verging on $1-10,000 per 
annum to meet sinking fund and interest 
upon loans already expended, and this 
at once stops any important improve- 
ment out of revenue. This principle of 
financing involves, in many cases, a 
gross expenditure of more than double 
the amount voted for the specific work; 
a price altogether disproportionate to 
the value received. 

There is possibly another source of in- 
come that might bo considered. When 
London undertakes works of magnitude, 
such as the Holborn valley improve- 
ments (with which I had the honor of 
being connected), it applied to parlia- 
ment for authority to collect a duty of 
fourpence per ton* on all coal delivered 
in the citv, which dutv placed to their 
credit £1,700,000 sterling. They also 
collect wine dueB under similar powers 
for tho specific purpose of certain woiks 
of public utility. Now, would it be pos- 
sible for Victoria to obtain from the Do- 
minion power to collect a small duty on 
wines, beers, spirits and tobacco for a 
certain number of years for specific 
works of public utility? Such a tax 
would not press appreciably upon the 
public, and would yield a legitimate 
source of revenue, which capitalised for 
a Bhort period and supplemented by the 
$12,010 annual saving on loans about to 
expire should yield the necessary funds 
without increasing the city debt. 1 ven- 
ture to raise these questions, not in op- 
position to good roads, far from it, but 
in tho hopes that some better solution of 
the difficulty may bo found than tho old 
plan of borrowing and paying double the 
value for that received.

In all places where man can hold con- 
verse with nature the bird is that which 
imparts the finishing touch to the en- 
joyment ; and the song of the lark soar- 
ing in the zenith and thrilling the 
atmosphere is more gratifying to the 
sense and inspires more uplifting of the 
spirit than all the skill of the orchestra.

A QUEER' LITTLE ANIMAL. 



Tho AusUullna Duckbill Carries a Sting 
In One L.ejr. 

Australia certainly holds tho palm for 
queer and uncouth animals, says Th» 
Literary Digest. Chief among these in 
tho duckbill or ornithorhynohus, which 
Sydney Smith described as "a kind of 
molo with webbed feet and tho bill of a 
duck, which agitated Sir Joseph Banks 
and rendered him miserable from his 
utter inability to decide whether it wai 
a bird or a beast. " It was only recently 
that it was proved beyond a doubt that 
this curious animal lays eggs liko a 
bird, though this had long been reported 
by travelers. Now comes the news thai 
it has a sting on its hind leg, capable of 
killing by its poisonous . effects. Wa 
quote from Tho Lancet: 

"For a long time it was considered ta 
bo quite harmless und destituto of any 
weapon of offenso, although tho hind 
legs of tho males were armed with tt 
powerful spur, apparently connected 
with a gland. Then the opinion was ad- 
vanced that this might bo a weapon al- 
lied to tho poisonous armory of snakes, 
scorpions and bees, all of which possess 
a sort of hypodermic poison syringo. 
Though ono set of observers asserted 
that this was tho case, another sot de- 
nied it, and so Dr. Stuart determined to 
solvo this question, if possible. He re- 
ceived two independent accounts which 
coincided perfectly, and from thorn he 
concludes that, at certain seasons at all 
events, tho secretion is virulently poi- 
sonous. The mode of attack is not by 
scratching, but by lateral inward move- 
ments of tho hind logs. Two cases are 
reported in dogs. Ouo dog was 'stung* 
three times, the symptoms much resem- 
bling those of beo or hornet poison. The 
dog was evidently in great pain and 
drowsy, but thero wero no tremors, con- 
vulsions or staggering. It is worthy oi 
note that a certain immunity seems ob- 
tainable, for the dog suffered less on the 
second occasion and still less on tho 
third. Two cases of men being wounded 
arc reported, in both of which tho ani- 
mals wero irritated, ouo by being shot 
and handled, the other by being handled 
only. The symptoms wero the same as 
in tho dog. No deaths aro reported in 
human beings, but four in dogs." 

FIRST SUNDAY SCHOOL.'' 



John Wesley's In Georgia Antedates Rob- 
ert Ralkes' Fifty Years. 

In recounting tho ministrations of 
John Wesley in Georgia, where the fa- 
mous preacher sowed tho first seeds of 
Methodism in America, the Rev. W. J. 
Scott, D. D. , in The Ladies' Home 
Journal, claims that Wesley established 
tho first Sunday school in tho world at 
Savannah. In connection with his oth- 
er labors, which wero indeed prodigious, 
Wesley, soon after his arrival in Geor- 
gia, in 17,10, began to provide for the 
Sunday school instruction of tho chil- 
dren of the parish. His devotion to chil- 
dren at times almost amounted to in- 
fatuation. Children were likewise equal- 
ly attached to him, as showu in their 
intercourse with him. Both on week 
days and Sabbaths he gave uo little at- 
tention to educational work. As a pre- 
liminary labor on tho Sabbath bofore the 
evening service be required them to 
convene in the church, at which time 
ho catechised them thoroughly ami fur- 
nished them with additional teaching 
from the Bible itself. 

In tho present Wesloyau Memorial 
church in Savannah thero is a Sunday 
school room into which hundreds of 
children crowd for Sunday instruction. 
The original school was less in number, 
but it was unquestionably tho first Snn- 
duy school in tho world. When taught 
by Wesley, it mini bored between (SO and 
75 scholars, but from all accounts there 
wero few if any Indian boys in his ear- 
lier classes. A very high uuthority, Sir 
Charles Reed, M. P., LL. D., ot Eng- 
land, is clearly of the opinion that thin 
Sunday school was tho first founded in 
tho world, and thut it antedates by a 
haif century tho secular instruction oi 
Robert Raikes at Gloucester, England, 
as well as the first school in America 
upon Raikes' plan which was estab- 
lished in tho city of New York.

A LARGE MINING SALE. 

Sixty-Five Thousand Dollars Paid for 
Mines in North Fork Camp. 

Since the first of August the money to 
take up the bond on the orginal loca- 
tions in the North Fork camp has been 
in the keeping of the Imperial Bank at 
Revelstoke, says theKootenay Mail, and 
on Tuesday last this amount, $65,000, 
was transferred to the accounts of the 
three pioneer owners, Ole Sandberg, J. 
P. Kennedy and ThoB.E. Marshall. The 
claims taken up are the Waverley, Mon- 
tague, Oldham, Tangier and Detroit, 
and are Bituated about 23 miles from 
Albert Canyon, B.C. Of the five 
claims, two — Tangier and Oldam — were 
located in '93, the rest in '95; but 
since '91 these three persevering pros- 
pectors have striven to open up this 
now great section to the influences of 
money and trade. They had hard work 
for some years to push forward thecamp 
to the notice of investors, owing to the 
many other attractions of the country, 
but in the fall of '95 they happened 
across that well known mining man, 
John Grant, and his business instincts 
were at once aroused. He bonded the 
group for the enormouB figure of $75,000, 
but he knew what he had and so did the 
prospectors, and while eome people shook 
their heads the parties to the deal 
bided their time and said nothing. 
The first payment, $5,000, waB made 
by Mr. Grant in August, 1890, and in 
February, 1897, the second payment of 
$5,000 came along. By this time Mr. 
Grant had negotiated the group in Lon- 
don, Eng., to the Gold Fields of British 
Columbia Co. (formed largely through 
the influence of Mr. Grant-Govan) and 
transferred his bond to them. The Gold 
Fields Co. have sent numerous experts 
and others to pronounce on the merits 
of the property, and every word received 
so far has been one of praise. Colonel 
Anstey, the chairman of the company, 
has also personally visited the proper- 
ties and everything being up to his 
anticipations, the company decided on 
taking hold of the claims and paid in 
their paper for the balance of the bond.

SCALING ST. ELIAS. 



Prince Luig-i and His Party Succeed 
Where So Many Have 
Failed. 



No Evidence Presented That the 
Mountain Is of Volcanic 
Origin. 



A Great Scientific Mission Well 
Directed and Satisfactorily 
Consummated. 



At five minutes before noon on the 
31st day of July laBt, Prince Luigi of Sa- 
voy joined hands with his daring com- 
panions and saluted the Italian flag aBit 
fluttered in the gentle breeze from the 
very crown of Mount St. Elias, 18,100 
feet above the level of the sea. The 
Prince and his party had succeeded 
where bo many before them had failed, 
and the scaling of the giant mountain of 
the Alaska border had been accom 
plished. 

It took only ten days to reach the 
Coast again, although the greater part of 
two months had been consumed in the 
toilsome ascent, and last night Prince 
Luigi and his retinue reached here abun- 
dantly satisfied with their midsummer 
expedition and its results, and counting 
upon reaching New York in time to 
catch the Bteamship Lucania, sailing for 
Liverpool on the evening of Septem 
ber 4. 

The expedition has determined two 
facts of prime importance to the scien- 
tific world. It baa fixed once and for 
all the altitude of Mount St. Elias at 
18,100 feet, thia height being indicated 
by a mercurial barometer carried to the 
topmost snowy crag. The figures are 
subject only to such slight correction as 
may change the total thirty or forty 
feet either way. The expedition has 
also answered definitely and in the nega- 
tive the question so long aBked by scien- 
tists as to whether or not St. Elias was 
at one time a great volcano. 

There is in the vicinity of the white- 
headed monarch of the range no slight- 
est indication of volcanic action any- 
where. The mountain like the rest of 
its neighbors would appear to have been 
raised from the ocean, tangible evidence 
of its cradling in the deep being found 
in many foBsil shells, sandstone, and 
beds of pebbles. A new glacier, too, 
was discovered from the eminence of 
Mount St. Elias between the Augusta 
mountains and great Logan. It takes 
its course apparently to the sea and was 
named by the Prince, " Colombo." 

This was the only geographical chris- 
tening during the trip. The party had 
opportunity unlimited thus to perpetu- 
ate any such names as they might 
choose to honor — but modestly re- 
frained. 

It was at Port Man by, on the northern 
aide of Yakutat Bay, that the woild last 
had newa of the expedition, and from 
thiB point — reached on June 23 — the 
atory of the climb into the clouds ia thus 
taken up by one of the officers of the 
party, which conBiBted of Prince Luigi, 
Mr. Cogni, his aide decamp; Vittoria 
Sella, the eminent Italian photographer; 
Dr. Phillippi, Signor Gonuella, Mr. S. E. 
Ingraham, five Swiss guideB, and ten 
packers : 

"We at once proceeded up the Map - 
laBpina glacier to the foot of Seward 
glacier, this part of the journey being 
simply a three-mile tramp up a glacial 
stream to the foot of a great moraine. 
The next three miles took us up to the 
top of the moraine, which is nothing 
more nor less than a mass of rock on the 
top of the ice, deposited there centuries 
ago. 

"From that point to the foot of New- 
ton glacier, a distance of twenty miles, 
the ice was covered with snow, and on 
account of the prevailing foggy weather, 
we were unable to see the mountains, 
and running by the compass was the 
ctiBtomary method of advance. The 
Prince would have two of hie compan- 
ions tied to a rope and advance into the 
mist. He himself followed with com- 
pass in band. Thus he directed the 
course, which we afterward found was 
the shortest and best route that could 
possibly have been selected. 

" The Russell expedition landed at the 
head of Yacutat Bay, quite a distance 
from the point at which wo made our 
debarkation. Our route was absolutely 
unknown — a new pathway in the moun- 
tains. Advancing up these glaciers and 
moraines took us thirty-nine days, or 
until July 4, on which day the Prince 
declared for the entire party a general 
holiday. 

" We had then lifted not more than 
S.000 feet in covering a tramp of fifty 
miles, but so difficult and rough had 
been the journey that all were quite 
ready for ttie twenty-four hour rest. The 
Americans in the party raised the Stars 
and Stripes over our little camp in the 
great hills, and Prince Luigi and hisparty 
gathered with us and ciieered again and 
again in honor of the day and the flag. 

" From thiB point our progress was up 
the left bank of Newton glacier for a 
distance of twelve miles, to Pinnacle 
Pass. Here we found the first evidence 
of Mr. Russell's expedition in 1891— in 
the shape of a tent bottom and a single 
rusty fork. From that point we follow- 
ed the general course upward taken by 
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the Russell party, and delineated on his 
excellent map of that little-known re- 
gion. 

"From Pinnacle Pass we crossed the 
Steward glacier, which up to this time it 
had been impossible to traverse on ac- 
count of its deeply crevaesed condition. 
After crossing Newton glacier the first 
point of special interest reached waa 
Dome PasB, which forms a low divide 
between the Steward and the great 
Agassiz glacier. Three miles beyond 
Dome Pass we crossed the Agassiz 
glacier, and a portion of our party there 
fell in with Mr. Bryant of Philadelphia, 
who, with his party of five, had started 
in advance of us with the intention of 
Bcaling St. Elias. 

" His party had been less favored 
than ours in weather conditions, and 
at this point he reluctantly abandoned 
his expedition on account of the serious 
Bickness of one of his packers. HiB in- 
tention was to return to the coast with 
the sick man and have another try at St 
Elias next year. 

;' From Agassi/, glacier we turned up 
the Newton, where we encountered some 
of the moBt difficult and extensive 
crevaBses and ice walla to be found in 
any corner of the world. It taxed to the 
utmost the experience and ingenuity of 
our Swiss guides to find a passage way 
over the three great cascades that are 
found between the mouth of the glacier 
and the divide. This took many dayB 
and much hard work. Finally the foot 
of the divide connecting Mount St. EliaB 
and Mount Newton was reached, with a 
Buppiy of provisions to laBt twelve days 
and all of the camp outfit. 

" Luckily at this point fortune favor 
ed us with five daya of porfectly clear 
weather, which greatly facilitated our 
advance. The ascent of the divide, 
which haB an altitude of 12,400 feet, was 
made in a single day. Here the Italians 
pitched their three tentB on the night of 
July 30th, and at 1 o'clock on the morn 
ing of the 31st they commenced the as 
cent of the great mountain. But little 
ice waB encountered. The snow was 
light and floury, the head man sinking 
in at each step at least two feet. 

" For eleven hours the upward climb 
was made, and at exactly five minutes 
before twelve the summit of St. Elias 
was beneath the feet of the explorers. 
The party remained one hour at the 
top and then descended to the divide, 
but two hours being required to retrace 
the ground traversed in eleven. 

"The hour upon the summit waa em 
ployed in planting firmly a flagstaff, 
from which the Italian flag was given to 
the wind. Cheers were again in order, 
and Senor Cella succeeded in ob 
iaining a fine photograph of 
the mountain, flag, and group 

" The exact height of the mountain 
was indicated by a mercurial barometer 
carried to the top at IS, 100 feet. This is 
subject to some slight correction, but the 
change in the figures will not altar them 
more than thirty or forty feet either 
way. 

" Next day the party descended to 
Mail camp, on the glacier, and there re 
mained two days for rest. That is, all 
rested except Senor Sella and one guide, 
who again ascended the mountain to a 
height of 14,000 feet in order to make a 
panoramic photograph of the entire 
region north and east of Mount St. 
Elias. From the top of the mountain 
two very high peaks were seen which 
have not as yet been mapped or named 
by any explorer. The scenery, wild, 
rugged, and essentially of snow and ice, 
was proclaimed by the entire party to 
far exceed in grandeur anything that ia 
found in the European Alpa. We found 
no trees except at one place, between 
the second camp and St. Elias. 

"Prince Luigi was a model leader 
Never on the whole trip was he impa- 
tient or irritable. Often was he to be 
found, pack upon back, working as hard 
or harder than any of the rest of the 
party. No opportunity passed for the 
giving of deserved praise to guide or 
packer that was not taken advantage of. 
Before the heads of the party boarded 
the Topeka, the Prince presented over 
one thousand dollars to the packers and 
the officers of the yacht Aggie, which we 
left at Sitka on the 20th, and which will 
arrive in Seattle on September 1st. The 
photographic negatives secured on the 
expedition are now sealed in metallic 
cises, and will not be developed until 
Smor Sella reaches his own laboratory. 
From the favorable conditions of light it 
is believed they will be perfect works of 
art. 

" Naturally, adventures were expert 
enced that would make the average man 
turn pale. Perfection of arrangements, 
and the caution that a brave man knows 
better than to undervalue, prevented, 
however, any serious mishaps. Many of 
the men fell into the crevasses ; two lost 
their footing on one of the ice-falls ; but 
on each occasion those in danger were 
saved from serious results by the prompt 
action of their companions. 

From the foot of Newton glacier to the 
top of St. EliaB no man was allowed to 
proceed alone, the party advancing in 
groups tied to a life-line. Thus the ex 
pedition is not only singularly success- 
ful from the scientist's and geographer's 
standpoints, but it will be notable in the 
records of mountain-climbing as one un 
attended by a single fatality."

The Jig Process in Use on the Revelstoke 
Development Company's 
Ground, 

The Kootenay Mail gives the following 
account of a gold saving apparatus de- 
vised by Mr. TIiob. Taylor, manager of 
the Revelstoke Development Co. The 
apparatus is now in operation on the 
west bank of the Columbia river about a 
mile from Revelstoke: 

The sluice boxeB, of the ordinary 
kind, lead from the higher ground to- 
wards the river, and into these the 
" dirt," or alluvial matter, is shovelled 
or hydraulicked. A Northey pump, with 
boiler, from the acow forces the water 
through a hoBe and feeds the sluices in 
just whatever quantity is deBired. At 
the end of the boxes is a "grizzly," 
which lets only the finer particles 
through; boulders and coarser BtuiF go- 
ing over the dump. Under the "grizzly" 
is a leading Buppiy sluice which, catch- 
ing the matter for feediug the patent 
machinery, carries it first under a rotary 
cylinder with half - inch space 
between the perpendicular wall 
and " catch board." Next, the" dirt 
passes into a semi-circular pan in which 
is a quantity of ouicksilver, and through 
which revolvoB'with great rapidity a 
smaller cylinder with somewhat corru 
gated surface. This motion keeps the 
" dirt " agitated and mixed with the 
quicksilver, and prevents any anpreci 
able amount of gold escaping amalgama 
tion. However, lest any gold should 
pass out, a series of riflleB are formed by 
three tables, which, charged with quick- 
silver, operate with a " jig like " motion, 
and keeps the dirt loose and easy of 
separation. Still the process is con 
tinued, and oil' the' tables the matter 
goes into an oscillating or vibrating 
pan of about five feet in diameter 
and six inches deep. This pan is 
also much corrugated or partitioned 
circularly with ribs and is alEO charged 
with quicksilver. It is covered with a 
wooden cover with apertures one foot 
apart and two inches wide, and in the 
bottom is a hole one foot in diameter 
through which the last ol the " dirt " 
passes into the river. 

The plant is entirely novel and might 
bo described as a " jig " process. Out- 
side of the powerful pump and boiler 
the plant does not weigh a ton, and with 
it the owners claim to be able to save 
almoBt every particle of gold, however 
fine. 

Of course the great desideratum in the 
success of the workings of the plant is 
the nature of the pay dirt, and Mr. Tay 
lor is said to think that it will average 
about one dollar to the cubic yard, which 
would give, indeed, splendid and sub- 
stantial profits. 

BISHOP RIDLEY. 

He Talks About the Progress of the Indians 
of His Diocese. 

The Bishop of Caledonia, who baa juBt 
returned from the Lambeth Conference, 
stated in an interview in the Vancouver 
World that last year he camped on the 
proposed route to the Yukon via the 
Stickeen river. IndianB had proven that 
it was practicable as they are constantly 
passing in and out to Teslin lake to reach 
the Stickeen. The Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany's steamer Caledonia had ex- 
perienced no difficulty in getting up, 
and that without putting out a rope for 
hauling purposes. Certainly a road 
by way of Telegraph creek waB 
feasible, and all now required were 
the conclusions of a competent 
civil engineer to go upon, said His 
Lordship. The Indians, ho continued, 
knew the whole of the country well. 
The Bishop has been laboring amongst 
these people for IS years. Under hiB 
charge are some 30 people, including two 
medical missionaries and three trained 
nurses. Another medical missionary is 
on his way out and will arrive here in 
about 10 days. He will devote his ener- 
gies to the North, on the Stickeen river. 
A capital hospital is maintained at Met- 
lakatla, " and," said His Lordship, " I 
have the money in my pocket for a 
second one, to £>e built on the Skeena 
river. The churches in my diocese have 
grown from two to fifteen in 18 years, 
and I cannot tell you how many school 
houses we have. The Indians are now 
in the highest state of civilization and 
are considerable factors in the develop- 
ment of the country. They are industri- 
ous, sober and honest. Their homes are 
well furnished and there is hardly a hoiiFe 
in which you will not find a sewing ma- 
chine and some musical instrument. 
They are very musical. There is no 
crime, and drunkenness is unknown.

Trading in whiskey amongst my people 
has been stamped out, as the Indians 
will have nothing to do with the traders. 
I have just received a letter from the 
North, and I learn that they have had a 
conference, at which nine clergymen 
were present. They are also building a 
new church. The fisheries, as you 
know, have this year been a failure. 
Some good finds of rich quart/, have been 
made on the Skeena, and I understood 
a claim has been sold for a good 
figure. Thia is at Kitsilies. Yes, the 
Indian children have made good pro- 
gress in the schools, and are naturally 
clever. Whites, half-breeds and Indians 
have been taught together, and usually 
the hitter come out at tho head of the 
list. Some know a little Latin, and are 
now being given an advanced stage of 
education under my care. But we have 
not your sympathy down here, and hut 
little interest, if any, is taken in ua or 
our work. We are dependent on another 
source, in England. Von may be sur- 
prised when I tell you that one collec- 
tion taken up at the opening of a new 
church totalled $1,320, and the 
debt waa entirely wiped oil'. That 
collection weighed 80 pounds in 
silver. Can it be beaten in Van- 
couver? I doubt it. At that opening 
there were three braeB bands present, a 
surpliced choir and clergy. Wo are pro- 
gressive in other ways, we have three 
printing presses and conduct a news- 
paper in the vernacular. We have been 
of aome assistance to science, as we have 
reduced five languages to writing, and 
three grammars of the languages have 
been published, while another iB nenrly 
ready. I have it with me and am revis- 
ing it. But my time ia up, as I promised 
only to' give you a quarter 01 an hour 
and we have been talking for over half 
an hour," and His Lordship bads his 
interviewer good-day,
